}C AMERICA, when any emergency develops, 
•there is a great uproar, a great diversity of 
opinion, and much wild motion. 
There is in 


England, for that matter, and in France. After 
that, in England, they "muddle through." 
In 


America, however, after the first wild flare up, 
people have a way of what they call "getting 
down to brass tacks." 


Take the wheat situation. It was followed 


hv a furor. There was a lot of class talk, with 
some foundation perhaps, but aimless, and get- 
ting nowhere. 
Political -use" was made of the 


situation to no'particular advantage, except- 
ing that one rather than another inept citizen 
would be permitted officially to try to help 
solve the problem. 


Politically the upheaval will continue, but 


substantially, other things are doing. 
Out of 


it came quickly the "Wheat Council of the 
United States," with Congressman Sidney And- 
erson of Minnesota as president. 
In an ad- 


joined column we publish the purposes of the 
wheat council. 


The wheat council, acting rationally, based 


its movements upon facts. It relied upon a sur- 
vev of world wheat conditions. It found some 
interesting things. One was that the 1920-21- 
22 wheat acreage in the United States exceeded 
1909-13 wheat acreage by 13,000,000 acres. The 
resulting wheat production showed an excess 
of from 160,000,000 to 200,000,000 bushels an- 
nually. The council found this only partially 
offset by the fact that the war had increased 
wheat exportation about 10 percent of the crop, 
and that this increased exportation was being 
offset by the renewal of wheat production in 
other countries. 


It was obvious that with the law of sup- 


ply and demand working unhampered the price 
of wheat was not being made in the United 
States, its greatest producer, but was being con- 
trolled by the tail of the kite, which was ex- 
port wheat, or surplus. In other words, a sur- 
plus of around 200,000,000 bushels, gone beg- 
ging in foreign markets, was robbing the Ameri- 
can farmer of a legitimate price. And so, put- 
ting it in a nut-shell, the wheat council decided 
that the essential thing to do was to bring the 
control of wheat prices back into the United 
States. 


Three methods are suggested. They are 


very simple—limitation of acreage, storage of 
surplus, increased domestic consumption. 


In this particular the council makes the 


interesting observation that while American 
production has increased, probably to some ex- 
tent under the .stimulus of war prices, domestic 
consumption has not overcome the check1 which 
was given it by the government commanding 
the American people to eat less wheat and use 
substitutes during the war. 


The most difficult part of the council's pro- 


posal is the limitation of acreage. This has been 
attempted in relation to tobacco and cotton. 
There human nature, so discounted by commun- 
ists and socialists, has exerted itself against the 
fixed design. When the word goes out to the 
farmer to cut down his acreage in order to in- 
crease his prices, so many farmers want to beat 
the game that they heat themselves. A farmer 
says to himself, says he: 


"All the other farmers are going to cut 


down their acreage. 
Wheat will be high. 
I 


Pra going to increase my acreage." 


The result is that so many farmers catch 


the notion of increasing acreage, that, instead 
°f a reduced crop, a bumper crop results. To 
overcome this is a matter of education, and the 
basis of the farmer's economic education must 
fce organization—primarily economic organiza- 
tion, political only secondarily. Difficult, per- 
haps, but unquestionably it can be done. 


Increased wheat consumption is a matter 


of advertising. The south did it in the "Buy a 
Bale of Cotton" campaign. California largely 
saved itself from prohibition by its "eat more 
raisins" campaign. Government advertising in- 
ouced the American public to eat less wheat 
Curing the war.

full value for your money, then heed 
the advice of those who know, and 
first determine upon what you want 
in your home, what it will cost and 
then 
stick 
to 
it.. Don't 
make 


changes. 


Every architect and contractor 


knows from experience that one 
reason why building expense runs 
higher than 
estimates 
is due to 


changea. 


Give the architect sufficient time 


to prepare complete plans and speci- 
fications. 
Remember that the archi- 


tect must first build your home on 
paper before the contractor can es- 
timate upon or build from the archi- 
tect's plans and specifications. 


Some Sound Advice 


Intrtst on completo, definite pro- 


posals based on the complete house, 
including plumbing, heating and elec- 
trical work. 
To the sum total of 


these add for soch incidentals that 
are not uuuoJly included, such as 
lighting -fixtures, decorating, shades, 
draperies, furniture, rugs, grading, 
walks, drtvtts, planting, etc. 
in or- 


der to get your total costs before you 
start your building operation. 


"With the advice and the assist- 


ance of your architect. Li^Jtn only 
those contractors who are competent 
and honeat to ^ubnut proposals, and 
who he.vo demonstrated their ability 
to build tho kind of house you have 
in mind. 


If you hand pick your contractors 


beforo you take estimates, you are 
safo in awarding contracts to tho 
lowusi bkl&erb—tiose really entitled 
to the work. 


Architect Gives the Orders 


Having sitcned contracts with tho 


various contractors, give no orders 
or directlono to them. 
All these 


must be tronsmittKCi through the 
architect, 
who, 
as 
executive 
in 


charge of the work, will know at 
once whether such suggestions in- 
volve extra work and material, and 
thus you win be fully advised and 
can avoid an "extra" if you choofe.

tionship between the home builder, 
the contractor and the architect, and 
how by co-operation between these 


. three factors in every home build- 


ing operation, costs can be lessened 
and "ertrae?" avoided.

'"PHIS house has been especially designed for a 


narrow lot. 
It la only 22 feet wide, so that 


it can be placed on a 3^ foot lot. 


The exterior walto ar\» of clay or concrete tile 


covered with stucco. 
The narrow breadth of the 


house and masonry exterior walls make it es- 
pecially suitable for many localities where narrow 
lots prevail. 


There are six good rooms, dining alcove, batli 


and porch. 
If a sleeping porch is desired, thla f 


cari readily be added above the first story over 
the porch on the rear. 


An inside fireplace la a feature of the living 


room. 


The kitchen la deslgrred scientifically to eave 


fltepn. A bay -window in this room, with builtln 
seats, serves as a dining alcove. 


Each bedroom on the second floor is equipped 


with a closet. Each bedroom has cross ventilation 
and light. 


A complete basement beneath the house provides 


space for storage of fuel, furnace room and well 
lighted laundry. 


The cost to build this house, Including heattny, 


plumbing, lighting, painting, ready to live In. but 
not including wall decorations, should range be- 
tween $8.000 and $10.000. In certain localities where 
COSIH are high, the highest figure quoted -would be 
too low. In other localities, the lowest figure quoted 
would be more than sufficient. 
The range of $2,009 


is given to cover differences in the way the house 
is built, how thoroughly it ia equipped and com- , 
pleted. and in what district it is erected.

Q. Is It necessary to teat the 


soU to ascertain the size of, the 
footings which shall be used? 
A. 
The load which an ordinary 


small house exerts on 'Boll Is gen- 
erally not sufficient to stress It to 
the point of failure. 
Any soil, ex- 


cepting mud or a fill, will support 
considerably more weight per square 
foot than that exerted by the ordi- 
nary 
small 
dwelling. 
Therefore, 


tests do not have to he made of the 
bearing power of soil for such build- 
ings. 
For heavy buildings careful 


tests are made by the architect to 
determine how much load the aoll 
will support. 


Q — Could I not mm labor by 


using wide siding on any house 
instead of narrow siding and 
thereby reduce the cost of con- 
struction somewhat? 


A — Tou -will save some labor by 


using wide siding but not much. 
Wide elding i3 required to be much 
more carefully graded and miUed. 
Thetfboards must be thicker. Wider 
Biding costs more per square foot 
of boarding than narrow siding. The 
money saved in labor through the 
use of wido siding will not offset tha 
rrreatf'r cost of this material over 
narrow siding. 


Q — Our specifications call for 


cloth screens at the windows and 
doors while Itbe house is being 
plastered. This adds a sHght ad- 
ditional expense to the cost of 
construction? Is it necessary? 
A — Cloth screens at the windows 


protect the plaster from rains while 
the work Is going on. 
They also 


prevent the plaster from drying out 
too rapidly in hot -weather, which is 
the cause of much cracking. 
Cloth 


screens also serve in some measure 
to keep the -neighborhood boys from 
Climbing in at the windows and 
decorating the new -walls after tha 
manner of small boys. 


Q. What mokes the best Ita- 


, ing for a flue, plaster or tile? 


A. Tile flue linings are very much 


more satisfactory than plaster. One 
of the advantages of tile la that it 
is smooth. 'With smooth surfaces the 
friction between the smoke and the 
walle is reduced. 
That is to say. 


the draft is improved. Furthermore, 
tile flue linings are leas likely to 
fall away than plastering. 
Conse- 


quently with tile a defective flue will 
not develop so readily. If tile is not 
used the walls of the flue must be at 
least eight inches thick. 
On the 


other hand If tile is employed, the 
walls may be four Inches thick. The 
expense of one Just about balances 
the other.
